HARD TO COLLECT THE BILL, 


Tlneup Tired of His Xame and Pat 


It ana Hiii Debt* Behind Him. 


There are some Indians, not many, 


keeping stores in tho territory. Host of 
the merchandising is dono by whirc men. 
Formerly, -when the wholesale house of the 
city supplied an Indian storekeeper on 
credit, ictook long odds on his honesty, for 
until recently the red man could not be 
sued. Nevertheless in the past the losses 
were not so heavy ns might have been sup- 
posed. A lawyer who had marked success j 
with hard collections in the territory told 
this as fairly illustrative of his strange ex- 
periences when Indians belonged to other 
nationalities and could not; be reached by 
court processes: 


''A certain house in St Louis had been 


selling goods on credit to an Indian who 
went by tho name of Mr. lineup. Sud- 
denly ic lost track of the customer. At 
that time The St. Louis firm had credited, 
him to the amount of nearly §3,000. But 
while lineup dropped out of the firm's 
knowledge, orders from the same place in 
the territory began to come in from a cus- 
tomer who had never been heard of before, 
and who gave his name as Littlepidge. 
I was called upon to investigate the mat- 
ter and to see what I could do with that 
claim of about 83,800. When I arrived at 
tbe place, I discovered that Tincup and 
Littlepidge-orore tho same individual. 
I 


inquired what it meant. The Indian said 
he had got tired of Tincnp and had adopted 
tho new name. 
" 'But don't you know you can't 


change your name tiat way?' I asked him. 
'Don't you know you are likely to get into 
the penitentiary for such a thing as that?' 


"The Indian said he didu't know he 


had violated auy law. On investigation I 
learned that he hadn't. Tho law of his • 
nutio7i permitted him to change his name 
at will. I dropped thr.t branch of the sub- 
ject and got around to the question of col- 
lecting what the late Mr. Tincup owed. 
It was a hard job. The Indian couldn't 
be sued. I knew that, and so did he. I 
had nothing to stand upon but moral sua- 
sion. I tried bluffing. I went on one 
line, arid \vhcn I found I was making no 
impression upon tho debtor there I tried 
another. I threatened and argued and 
coaxed. That was all I could do. I just 
kept at it until I persuaded Mr. Indian to 
make a settlement. The result was I car- 
ried back to my clients the bulk of the 
debt, but I got it through no help of the 
law. Ic was just a case of talking tho In- 
diau iuto the payment of part of his obli- 
gation. And that was the way we had to 
do business down here until the United 
States courts were given civil jurisdiction 
over the Indians."—St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat.

GLOVE MANUFACTURE. 
THE NUMBER THIRTEEN. 


How the Old 
Method* Hnve Been 


Revolutionised by Machinery. 


"The art of glovemaking, once followed 


exclusively by women, is now pursued 
largely by men," writes Frank H. Vize- 
telly in Tho Woman's Home Companion. 


"This is due chiefly to the introduction 


of machinery, used today for sewing and 
pressing tho seains, and to improved ineam 
for drafting patterns which were formerly 
of paper or wood. Then the glover, lay- 
ing his pattern on the leather, would mari: 
it in outline with a lead pencil and cut :t 
out; with shears. The glove, which was 
sewed by hand and the seams pounded, 
then went through the process of pressing. 
This was done by placing it betwesn two 
boards, on which the glovemaker sat while 
making another pair. 


'' In tho manuf actnre of tho modern glovp 


the operator, having cut the leather, folds 
it over so that the back is larger than the 
front. Then he makes three cuts through 
tha doubled pieces, so that it may produce 
the back and front for the four fingers. 
Nest an ovoid hole is cut for the insertion 
of the thumbpiece. Before completing the 
work on the first and fourth fingers long 
strips or gussets are sewed on the inner side, 
but in the second and third fingers gussets 
are sewed on both sides. Afterwari small 
diamond shaped pieces are exit, fitted and 
sewed at the interdigital folds or base of 
;he fingers. Tho ornamental embroidery 
is then stitched on tho back, the buttons 
or fasteners fitted and the wrists hemmed. 
Then the glove is finished. In tlie sewing 
a toothed vise or clamp is used to regulate 
the size of the stitches. 


"Glovemakers are divided into threo 


classes. Those who seam the fingers and 
put in the thumb arc called the makers; 


3se, who hem tha__edges at the wrist, - 


welters, and those wfio embroider the back, 
pointers. 
Tho average earnings of all 


(fusses are only §2 a day. In our own coun- 
ty no less than $15,000,uOO is invested 
in the glove industry, which first settled 
in aioversville, 3sT. Y., in 1809. At this j 
time the skins used \vera those of deer re- 
cpivod by traders iu exchange for tin. 
Rough mittens were the first product of 
:his settlement, and the first load of gloves 
;hat went to Boston was forwarded in i 
1823."

He lived a century before Praxiteles and 
was selected by Pericles, tl»6 ruler of 
Athens, to adorn th«j Parthenon — that 
brautiful temple which U still standing, 
though Its artistic decorations have been 
lost or carried toother countries.

of the friezes carved by Phidias are now 
in the British museum. 


The glory of the Parthenon was his gl- 


gautiu image of the goddess Minerva, near- 
ly 40 feet high and made of ivory overlaid 
with gold. He gave so much offense !jr 
his arrogance that his enemies were al- 
ways watching for a chance to do him 
harm. At one time they accused him of 
stealing some of the gold from tho statue, 
but the gold plates were taken off and 
weighed, and his innocence thus proved. 
Then it was discovered that two of the 
figures he had placed upon Minerva's 
shield were likenesses of himself and Per- 
icles, and a cry of impiety was raised 
against him, in consequence of which he 
was banished from the city. 


He took his revenge in a curious way. 


The Minerva had been universally consid- 
ered his noblest work, but now he pro- 
claimed that he would surpass it for the 
benefit of the ixsople of Klis, another Gre- 
cian town, in which he had sought refuge. 
The Athenians declared that this was im- 
possible, but a little while later, when he 
set up his colossal Jupiter, they were com- 
pelled to acknowledge that their goddess 
was eclipsed. The citizens of Elis adopted 
Phidias with acclamations and decreed 
perpetual honors to his family. His loss 
was deeply lamented by Pericles, whoso 
ambition it was that Athens should lead 
the world in cultivation and refinement 
and who delighted to surround himself 
with eminent scholars and artists of all 
kinds — musicians and painters, as well as 
sculptors. _

On 
tho contrary, tho horse is deliberately 
offered to the bull, with the very consider- 
able chance, of course, that the picador 
himself may be wounded through his pads 
or as he rolls over with his horse. The 
horses are old and lean, one eye is often 
bandaged, and if, as they often do, they 
press back in terror against the barrier or 
become unmanageable, a red coated chulo 
comes forward and takes the bridle, and 
another follows with a stick, and th« 
horse is leij up to the bull and placed side- 
ways to receive the charge. 


The bull, who has not the slightest de- 


sire to attack the horse, is finally teased 
into irritation by the red coats and the 
pink cloaks, which are tossed and flaunted 
before him. He paws the ground, puts 
down his head and charges. The pike 
pricks him, and his horns plunge into the 
horse's belly or are caught on the looso 
wooden saddle, or, as happened when I 
was there, scrape tho picador's leg. The 
cloaks are flourished again, and the bull 
follows them. Then the horse, if he ,ia 
still on his feet, is again turned to the 
bull. There is a greiit red hole in him, 
and the blood drips, but he is dragged and 
beaten forward. The bull plunges at him 
_a second time, and this time he rolls over 
'•with his rider, who scrambles out from, 
under him, his yellow clothes stained 
with red. 


Then one chulo takes the bridle and 


beats the horse on the head, aud another 
chulo drags him by the tail, and, if he 
•san, he staggers to Ms feet. He is literally 
tailing to pieces; he has not'ten minutes 
to live, but tho saddle is thrown on him 
ngain and the picador helped into the sad- 
ilc. Ho makes a few steps, the picadcr 
Jrives his heels into him, and then jumpa 
*3 as he falls for tho last tune and lies 
kicking on the ground, a torn and batter- 
Mi and sopping mass.—Saturday fievicw.

Webster, Agassi?, and Chalmers are 


among 21 famous persons whose brains 
weighed from 50 to 53. <5 ounces. It is in- 
strxjctivc to compare the endowments of 
the hero of Jena and Austerlitz with those 
or the leader of the expedition against Fort 
Fisher and then to recall th<xc the latter 
had abouc ten ounces more pulp inside his 
cranium than the greatest general of mod- 
ern times. 


In another group of 25 incn having from 


40 to 49.9 ounces of brain one finds Grorc, 
Babbagc, Bertillon. Liebig, Bishop (the 
mind reader) and Gambetta. The figures 
given for the last named arc 40.9. Now. 
The ziverage weight of the brains of several 
hundred boys between the ages of 7 and 14 
was found by Dr. Boyd to be 45.9 ounces, 
and for hoys ranging from 4 TO 7 years 
40.2. Gambetta steered the French repub- 
lic through one of its most dangerous 
crises. His death was pronounced "the 
sudden extinction of a powerful individual 
force, one of the most powerful indeed of 
such forces hitherto operating in Europe. " 
Yet in the scales his brain coimted for less 
than that of the average boy of 7 ! 


The impossibility of estimating the 


quality of a man's mind from the weight 
of the organ in which it resides is further 
illustrated by the following statements: 
An idiot boy of 14, who nearly killed his 
sister, had a brain weighing 07.5 ounces. 
Another idiot, who was older, possessed 
50.5 ounces, an amount equaled by only 
five of tho famous men in l)r. ribnms' list, 
and yet exceeded by at lea^t 11 persons 
who were distinctively idiotic. Dr. Ireland 
cites an imbecile, for instance, with 70.5 
ounces of brain, and there is a record of 
an illiterate and weak minded man with 
71.8 ounces. The Army Medical museum 
in Washington contains the brain of a 
dwarfed Indian squaw which weighed 
73.5 ounces, and even these* figures are ex- 
ceeded iu the case cited by Bisehoff of aa 
ignorant workman, Rustan, who is credit- 
ed with 78. 3 ounces. 


Dr. Austin Flint of Kcw York in his 


"Physiology" makes the average brain 
weight for men 50.2 ounces. Foreign au- 
thorities give other figures, and these are 
higher than Dr. Flint's in most cases. 
Dr. Simrus strikes 011 average and adopts 
52. -3 as a standard. The mean for his 60 
famous men is only 51.3 ounces, making 
them*, on the whole, below the average of 
ordinary meu in the quantity of thoir 
br:iins. But tho mean for Dr. Sim ins' 
idiots and imbeciles is 50.4 ounces! 


The folly of attempting to judge of a 


man by his cranial "bumps'1 was exposed 
many years ago by Oliver Wendell Holmes. 
He made tho professor at the breakfast ta- 
ble say : ' ' The walls of the head are double, 
with a great chamber of air between them, 
over the smallest and most crowded or- 
gans. Can you tell me how much money 
there is in the safe, which also has thick 
•walls, by kneading the knobs with your 
fingers? So, when a man fumbles about 
my forehead and talks about the organs of 
individuality and size, I trust him as mtich 
as I should if he felt over the outside of 
my strong box and told mo that there was

Tbe Raid of the Luitns Niffcr, 


On one occasion ono of the herds ol 


aphid38 under observation was discovered 
by a wandering black ant (Lasius nigor), 
which reported her discovery to her com- 
rades. At once a marauding expedition 
was inaugurated by these cattle thieves, 
which fiercely attacked tho yellow guard- 
ians of the herd. The black reavers swarm- 
ed up the "grapevine, but were met by the 
brave yellow warriors, which valiantly 
withstood their attack. Finally the yellow 
ants were in danger of being overwhelmed 
by numbers, when I suddenly perceived 
that they were being re-enforced. 


Closer examination revealed the fact 


that they were crawling up a neighboring 
vine and then dropping from an overhang- 
ing leaf on to tho loaf on the stem of which 
the aphides were feeding. They could not 
reach tho hord by way of tbe original path 
on account of the intervening ariny of 
back ants, hence their shrewd and naost 
intelligent use of the neighboring vine and 
overhanging leaf. I am glad to report that 
the yellow ants were victorious, and that 
they completely routed tho would be rob- 
bers.—James Weir, Jr., In Popular Science 
Monthly. 


Take* on Hcartlm "«.i»d Window*. 
Among tho most curious of tho taxc1 


which hr.vo from time to timo beon im- 
posed are those upon chimneys anrt xipon 
windows. Tho former tax win lirst cn- 
fonyd in 1602, and was at tho mtc of 3 
shillings upon every hearth or chimney. 
This was an obnoxious tax, and William 
III immediately on his accession to the 
throne obtained some popularity by sond 
ing a message to parliament desiring that 
tho imposition should be token off (March 
1, 1689), and his majesty's faithful oom 
inons complied with their sovereign's re 
quest. The window tax, of which our fa 
Ihcrs and grandfathers htlll talk, was no 
repealed until 1851.—Cornhill Magazine.

All other persons who hud been 
admitted to the floor or galleries of the 
senate chamber brought tip the rear of 
the procession. 


On reaching the platform President 


McKinliy took the seat reserved for 
him. Chief Justice Fuller of the su- 
preme court sitting on his right and 
the sergt anl-at-arms cf the senate on 
his left. 
The committee of arrange- 


ments occupied seats din ctly behind 
the president. 


PrfNHlent McKluIcy'M Oath. 


All other distinguished guests hav- 


ing occupied the special positions as- 
signed them. Chief Justice Fuller ad- 
ministered the oath of office to Presi- 
dent McKiuley, who then delivered his 
inaugural address. On the conclusion 
of the address the vice president and 
the members and officers ul" the senate 
returned to the senate chamber.

The president, accompanied by the 


committee of arrangements, returned 
to the executive mansion, and the pres- 
ident entered the glass inclosed re- 
viewing stand in front of the White 
House grounds and reviewed the mili- 
tary and civic parade, which moved 
from the capitol immediately after the 
conclusion of the inaugural address. 


The Afternoon Parade. 


It was not far from half past 1 


o'clock when the head of the column 
moved westward toward the executive 
mansion. The route was through the 
Capitol grounds to B street North, to 
First street West, to K street North and 
cast in K street to the point of dismiss- 
al, ha\ ing passed in review before Gen- 
eral Frauds V. Greene, the grand mar- 
shal, at Vermont avenue and K street. 


Immediately after the platoon of 


mounted police the military band from 
Governors Island held the post of hon- 
or at the right of the line. Following 
General Greene ami his staff was the 
president, escorted by the Cleveland 
cavalrymen nnd a detachment of veter- 
ans of the Twenty-third Ohio volun-' 
tt-crs, the president's old war regiment. 
President MeKmley rode in his own 
carriage, behind his own horses. The 
leaders were a handsome pair of 
blacks, already familiar to Washington 
as i he McKinley horses. 


General Brooke commanded the.first 


division, which included the West 
Point and Annapolis cadets, the naval 
brigade, with battalions of sailors from 
the Dixie, the Topeka, the Puritan, the 
Dolphin, the Sylph, the Hartford and 
the Lancaster. A squadron of United 
States regular cavalry and a hospital 
corps appeared in this division, and 
there were also several United States 
infantry regiments, a regiment of artil- 
lery, one of marines and a battalion of 
the Porto Kico regiment. The first bri- 
gade was under the command of Major 
General William Ludlow. The second 
brigade of the nrst division consisted 
of the District of Columbia national 
guard and other district organizations.
